that if your weekly pay* Is $100, your take 
home pay will Increase by $2. If It Is $200. 
the Increase will be $0. So It goes, with the 
$1,000 a week man getting $30 more on his

The second, and more important element, 
will be achieved in two stages. For a married 
couple with two children. U. S. News tells us, 
it will work out this way: Where, in the $5_ 
000 bracket, they now pay $420 in income 
taxes, they will pay $325 in 1904 and $200 in 
1905. In the $10,000 bracket, the tax drops 
from the present $11,372 to $1.2000 and then 
$1,114. In the $25,000 bracket, the reduction 
is from $5318. as of now, to $4,754 and then 
$4 412. A similar percentage change occurs 
in still higher brackets, though it is not 
constant. 

The whole purpose of the bill ia to spur 
individual and corporate spending — the corp- 
oration tax will be reduced too. to a moder. 
crate extent. Will it do all it is supposed to 
do? Much of the reduction may go into 
savings, instead of being spent where it spurs 
trade and creates immediate employment 
That remains to be seen. But there is no 
longer much doubt that the bill will pass, and 
in essentially the proposed form. 



The two major pieces of proposed domes- 
tic legislation which have dominated thinking 
within and without the government for many 
months are tax reduction and the civil rights 
bill. They still do. 

Both, it is safe to say, will become law. 
But civil rights will find the going harder, 
and is more likely to be amended. The tax 
bill, on the other hand, is virtually certain to 
pass. There may be amendments and chang. 
es, hut they will be of a relatively minor 
nature. 

Prospects are that the bill will come to a 
vote by the middle of March. But it wiM be 
retroactive to January 1, and so its benefits 
will cover the entire year. 

Most of the discussion surrounding the 
bill has dealt with the total magnitude of the 
proposed cut — in the neighborhood of $11 
billion. This is a handsome sum by any stand- 
ard and, pumped into the economy, will be a 
vitalizing agent. But most important, from the 
view of the taxpayer, is what it will do for 
him. In its issue of January 27, U. S. News 
and World Report does an excellent job of 
answering that question. 

There are two distinct facets to the bill. 
One will reduce the withholding tax from 18 
to 14 per cent, beginning April 1. This means

In assessing the causes for the woes mat 
plagued Eastern Kentucky at the mid.point of 
the Twentieth Century, researchers were 
agreed that isolation and its resulting poor 
educational opportunities, and exploitation of 
our resources by out of state interests were 
the primary reasons this area lagged behind 
the rest of the nation in economic and cultural 
progress. 

Now, only fourteen years along the second 
half of the century, it is already apparent that 
if, by the end of this century Eastern Ken- 
tucky has still not caught up with the rest of 
the nation, a major cause will be the vast de- 
struction of these ancient hills by the wide- 
spread strip mining you see on virtually every 
ridge. 

One often. heard defense of strip-mining 
is that all coal mining is dirty and is bound 
to result in defacement of the natural beauty 
of the region. One look at the coal-black 
streams and soot.covered houses is enough to 
prove that this point is true. But it is 
no defense. The grime of deep.mining. as 
unwanted as it may be is, or at least was dur. 
ing its heyday fully justified because thous- 
ands of men were involved in that process, 
earning a living for their families. 

But visit any major stripping operation 
in the county today and all you will see will 
be eight or ten huge machines creeping about 
the ridges like prehistoric monsters, driven 
by eight or ten men who produce more co’’ 
per hour than hundreds of men with pick and 
shovel. 

And here is where the paradox lies. Not 
only does strip mining provide employment 
for the tiniest of fractions of available work, 
ers. Not only does it earn wages and profits 
for the smallest, most concentrated, few in- 
dividuals in the history of the coal industry. 

It is at the same time wreaking a destruction 
of the e3rth that could very well seal the 
fate and insure the economic doom of thous. 
ands and thousands of mountain people. 

Certainly one cannot blame the individ- 
uals operating the machines, or the drivers of 
the trucks that haul the coal to the ramps by 
the twenty and thirty ton per load. These 
men are individuals drawing wages and mak. 
ing a living and have no part in policy making. 
Even the operators themselves can’t be blamed 
for wanting to dig coal and sell it, any more 
than you could blame the operator of a truck 
mine or large coal corporation. But they can 
be blamed, and we blame them now, for their 
unconcern for what they are doing to the land- 



scape, for their disregard for the future of 
this region and its people, for their absorption 
in immediate personal profits at the expense 

of future public welfare. 

Already most of the area's streams are 
polluted and devoid of fish.life because of the 
acids that seep into the water from the strip- 
ping spoil. Silt from the tons of loose dirt 
pushed over countless hillsides is finding its 
way into the streambeds and filling them up. 
On one creek in Letcher County, a four foot 
high retaining wall put in ton years ago has 
been completely covered. Is it possible that 
in fifty or a hundred years, if strip mining 
continues virtually uncontrolled, mountain 
lakes such as Buckhorn and the one promised 
at Carrs Fork will be filled with yellow hillside 
dirt? In an already flood.prone region, how 
much more likely will it be for our riverbeds 
to fill up and overflow in a few hours without 
vegetation on the mountaintops to hold back 
the water? 

Voices of protest in the state press and 
among Kentuckians in general are rising daily 
to join in urging the legislature to pass harsh 
and stringent laws regulating what a coal op- 
erator can do to the surface of the land. 
Present laws that are not enforced require 
only that a strip miner spend $100 to repair 
an acre of land that Nature took a million 
years to create. Whatever law the legislature 
comes up with, it cannot be rigid enough, for 
the heritage of our past and the promise of 
aur future depend upon what the legislature 
does and how soon it does it. 

It has taken fifty years for Kentuckians to 
realize the errors of judgment and manage, 
ment that characterized the way our invaluable 
natural resources have so far been harvested. 
It will be doubly tragic if the same mistakes 
are made in the second half of the century. 
And the guilt upon those who perpetrate the 
further destruction of the mountains will be 
twice as great, because, first of all. destroy- 
ng mountains is obviously wrong, and second, 
ly because many of them are Kentuckians, 
native mountain people, busily engaged in 
axploiting themselves and their neighbors. 

The Goose that Laid The Golden Egg in 
Eastern Kentucky has been severely wounded 
over the past fifty years. Unless it is con- 
trolled, strip mining will finish the old bird 
off. There are no laws aganst destroying land 
so what they are doing is not illegal. But 
because something is legal does not make it 
noral. 
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membership of more than 157 million people.

The Committee’s representatives act as 
humanity's sentries. In its 83rd year, the 
American Red Cross stands ready to help 
when the call comes, whether from one per. 
son or a million. It deserves the respect of 
all.

First he cut down trees and built a cabin. 
Then he cut down trees and planted corn. A 
later generation cut down trees and floated 
the logs to market. Beginning in the 1840'» 
and continuing to the present time our forests 
have been systematically plundered and pilfer- 
ed as no other resource in North America ever 
was. Our trees were cut for the shipyards, for 
the shipyards, for the whiskey stave mills, for 
the lumber yards, for gun stocks and for cof. 
fins. When the loggers were through the prop- 
cutters attacked the pitful residue and sawed 
it up into cross ties,, jack props and collar 
poles. So systematic and so tireless were the 
loggers, the lumberers and the prop cutters 
that most of our hillsides were cleared or re. 
duced to tangled thickets. 

In Letcher County alone, hillside farm- 
ers with their grubbing hoes and bull tongue 
plows stripped every tree and bush from more 
than 50,000 acres. The loose top.soil on these 
steep slopes washed away in a few short sea- 
sons, sons, turning cove and point and spur 
into sere, dead, brown, sagecovered desolation 
Where low.grade, cull stands of timber sur- 
vived, — the tattered remnaants of once great 
woodlands — fire crept in and consumed 
them with voracious appetite. Everywhere the 
black loam that Daniel Boone found vanished, 
swept downstream to line the bottom of the 
Mississippi Delta, Your land and mine went 
through a rapid transformation. From the for- 
est primeval it turned into a bleak landscape 
reminiscent of China and the Atlas Mountain 
Range in North Africa.

of black mold that was dark, dank and incred- 
ibly precious. This rich mould, this precious 
humus, was Nature’s marvelous gift to our 
forebears. She had required tens of thousands 
of years to create this treasure and it was 
given to our Republic, in its infancy, on a 
scale lavish almost past belief.

The annual 45 
inches of rain.fall were necessary if whiteoaks 
were to reach a circumference of 10 feet as 
occasionally occurred. God caused the wind to 
blow upon it and the sun to warm if. Nature 
was in balance and harmony and the “floods” 
of those days were called “fording tides”. 
Even a “big water” rarely got so high that a 
man could not croes the stream on stepping 
stones When the streams were in full tide, 
before the forests were cut, the pioneer cou)d 
nearly always ride across on the back of his 
swimming horse. The events of last week de-

By every index used by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the twenty.lwo counties 
in southeastern Kentucky constitut* the most 
seriously depressed area in the nation. The 
statistical charts compiled by the bureaucrats 
in Washington indicate that our own region 
suffers simultaneously from the lowest aver- 
age per capita income and per family income, 
the highest rate of unemployment, the highest 
rate of white adult illiteracy and the fastest 
rate of out.migration to be iound anywhere 
in America. In addition these counties contain 
the highest percentages of one-room schools 
and, probably, the lowest rate of school atten- 
dance to be found in the nation. These figures 
are shocking aud tell with finality a tale of 
land and human resource exhaustion unsur- 
passed on this continent. 

Within the last few days we have seen a 
great flood go roaring through our valleys, 
destroying our roads and bridges, damaging 
thousands of acres of cropland and perrnan. 
ently destroying hundreds of others, iuuodat- 

uui towns aud deiuyraluiug our people. 



and mine in the 1780’s they found a primal 
wilderness of incredible beauty and immeas- 
urable riches. The streams sparkled like sil. 
ver, crystaline and pure. They swarmed with 
fishes a-d frogs and, even in dry weather, 
great water-holes stretched away on all the 
major streams. Beginning at the creek and 
river banks and extending upward over the 
whole wrinkled landscape there grew the 
greatest profusion of tree varieties to be found 
anywhere in North America. Above the 
streams swayed the gigantic sycamores, tower- 
ing over the legions of birches and willows 
which struggled for footing amid their roots. 
The bottom land was covered with tbe tangled 
wild cane brakes mentioned so often by early 
explorers and which Indians so often used for 
their ambuscades. On the lower slopes and in 
the rich coves of the hills loomed up the pat- 
riarchs of the forest, the immense tulip pop- 
lars. These forest titans sometimes grew 200 
feet tall and reached a diameter in excess of 
three yards. Amid them grew innumerable 
giant whiteoaks, walnuts and chestnuts. On 
the points and spurs stood the lesser hard- 
woods, the hickories, blackoaks. chestnut oaks 
and redoak8. This vast sea of trees was bigger 
than Holland and Belgium combined. Its an. 
nual crops of nuts sustained myriads of squir- 
rels, wild hogs, turkeys and other forest crea. 
lures without number. Since time immemorial 
the forest had died, decayed and risen again 
in a perpetual rhythm that had created a 
carpet of loam yards deep in some places. 
Everywhere the hunter’s foot sank in a bed

Sen. Allott, Colorado’s senior senator, now in his second 
term, is a member of the powerful Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

He began his political career in 1934 when he was elected 
county attorney of Powers County. Colorado. He had been 
graduated from Colorado University in 1927 and from its 
law school in 1929. 

Sen. Allott served as first chairman of the Young Re- 
publican League of Colorado in 1935 and was ai national 
committeeman of the Young Republicans 1938.40. He was 
elected chairman of the Young Republican National Federa- 
tion in 1941. 

He was decorated for service in the Air Force in World 
War II and after the war served two terms as lieuutenant 
governor of Colorado. He was elected to his first term in 
the U. S. Senate in 1954.

Sen. Allott is regarded as one of the West's most influ. 
ential spokesmen, particularly on water and mining prob- 
lems. He played a key role in passage of the National De. 
fense Education Act to stimuulate greater achievements in 
science, mathematics and languages. 

His fundamental theme in his work in the Senate is: 

“We must balance the need for each federal program 
with the other national needs; we must act as responsible 
stewards of the taxpayer's money If this nation is to grow.’’ 

He advocates a firm stand by the United States in the 
Canal Zone situation. He stated in a television talk with 
former Secretary of the Army Wilbur Brucker: 

“If necessary, we should be prepared to defend (our) 
rights with force. We should not under any circumstances 
be forced into conducting . . . discussions by threats of vio- 
lence. This would only serve to weaken our bargaining 
position.” 

Sen. Allott leans toward Sen. Barry Goldwater as the Re. 
publican candidate for president in the November election.
